PREFACE. 



Havikg been requested by the Compiler of 
" Bible Prayers " to prefix a few words by way 
of introduction to her work, it is with much 
pleasure that I do so. In days like the pre- 
sent, when it may be truly said of the Church of 
Christ, "Without are fightings, within are fears," 
all who love the truth must feel that every endea- 
vour to illustrate or give prominence to the 
simple Word of God, deserves and should receive 
the warmest and most cordial support. 

The object of the following little book is 
simple : it is to gather together the many beau- 
tiful prayers of Scripture; to collect into one 
group all the various supplications which, 
" Like orient pearis at random strung," 

lie richly scattered over the pages of God's holy 
Word. There have been many volumes of 
prayers given to the Christian world, and all of 
them containing much that is helpful to the 
child of God in his approaches to the throne of 
grace ; but none of them, as far as the writer is 
aware, of the same nature with the present. 
The Compiler has made it her aim to give, xsaX. 
only scriptural prayers, but "^xcu-yet^ \xv ^^

exact words of Scripture; the very prayers 
breathed from the heart and uttered by the lips 
of those holy men of old, whose words and deeds 
have been recorded by the pen of inspiration for 
" our instruction in righteousness." 

It must have often struck the attentive 
reader of the Bible that the prayers which form 
an important part of its contents are not only 
the most beautiful that can well be imagined, but 
that they are adapted to every supposable cir- 
cumstance in which the believer can be placed. 
For, whether his soul be lifted up with joy, or 
depressed with sorrow ; whether his heart give 
forth the melody of thanksgiving, or be attuned 
to the more solemn notes of sadness ; whether he 
be "afflicted or distressed in mind, body, or 
estate," or be in pain, or sickness, or bereavement, 
he will find, in God's Word, petitions alike 
suitable to his state. This collection, therefore, 
of Scripture Prayers, arranged as they are under 
their several appropriate heads, will be accept- 
able to those who desire to possess, in a narrow 
compass, and adapted for convenient reference, 
the "confessions, petitions, intercessions, and 
thanksgivings," which are interspersed through- 
out the Sacred Writings. 

Nor can such a volume as the present fail of 
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being most welcome to those suffering brethren 
in the Lord, who, from " weakness of the flesh," 
or anxiety of mind, feel it at times to be a most 
difficult thing to collect their thoughts and to 
approach the throne of grace with that pleasure 
and that profit which they so truly desire. For, 
let them but open " Bible Prayers," and at once 
they will find a petition, a short ejaculation, a 
fervent supplication, formerly the utterance of a 
saint now in glory, which will assist them in 
making known their wants to their heavenly 
Father. And it cannot but be comforting to all 
such to remember that their Lord and Master, 
He who had " the Spirit without measure," and 
"in whom were hidden all the treasures of 
wisdom and knowledge," in the time of His 
greatest agony, and in the hour when He " poured 
forth his soul unto death," employed, not His 
own words, ' but a form of expression taken from 
the Scriptures. His thrilling cry upon the cross 
was the heart-breathed prayer of the son of 
Jesse before him, " My God, my Grod, why hast 
thou forsaken me ?" And bowing his head. He 
gave up the ghost with the language of the 
same royal Psalmist on his lips, "Father, into 
thy hands I commend my spirit." 

Li justice to the compiler of tke i^T^ae,ii\. -siO^xvcaft. 
another remark must be made. 1-t cowc^oX. \i»»'^^ 
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escaped the notice of the Bible student that some 
of its most striking petitions are addressed from 
man to man : such, perhaps, cannot, strictly 
speaking, be ceLlled prayers, which, in the highest 
acceptation of the term, are direct addresses to 
Grod ; but as many of them may be turned into 
prayers, and all of them will furnish material for 
supplication, they are included in the present 
volume. The Compiler trusts her reasons for so 
doing will be accepted by those who might object 
that she has not rigidly adhered to the precise 
wording of her title. 

To the Lord, in whose cause the work has 
been undertaken, it is now committed, with the 
feeling that in whatever way the Christian 
public may receive it, the hours of pleasant 
labour spent in its compilation cannot altogether 
be in vain. For the writer of this introduction, 
knowing as he does, that the diligent search of 
the Scriptures necessary for such a work has 
been, under God, profitable to the compiler, and 
believing that the volume itself may also tend to 
the comfort and edification of others, nothing 
remains but to commend it to the blessing of 
Him " without whom nothing is strong, nothing 
is holy."

Hast thou 
not poured me out as milk, and curdled me like 
cheese. Thou hast clothed me with skin and 
flesh, and hast fenced me with bones and sinews.

If I sin, 
then thou markest me, and thou wilt not acquit 
me from mine iniquity. I am full of confusion ; 
therefore see thou mine affliction; foritincreaseth. 
Thou huntest me as a fierce lion ; and again thou 
shewest thyself marvellous upon me. Thou re- 
newest thy witnesses against me ; and increasest 
thine indignation upon me; changes and war 
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are against me, wherefore then hast thou brought 
me forth out of the womb. Oh that I had given 
up the ghost, and no eye had seen me. Are not 
my days few ? Cease then, and let me alone, 
that I may take comfort a little,, before I go 
whence I shall not return, even to the land of 
darkness and the shadow of death. — Job x. 2 — 2 1 . 

Withdraw thine hand far from me, and let not 
thy dread make me afraid. Then call thou, and 
I will answer ; or let me speak, and answer thou 
me. How many are mine iniquities and sins ? 
make me to know my transgression and my sin. 
"Wherefore hidest thou thy face, and boldest me 
for thine enemy ? Wilt thou break a leaf driven 
to and fro ? and wilt thou pursue the dry stub- 
ble ? for thou writest bitter things against me, 
and makest me to possess the iniquities of my 
youth ; thou puttest my feet also in the stocks, 
and lookest narrowly unto all my paths; thou 
settest a print upon the heels of my feet. — Job 
xiii. 21. 

Man that is born of a woman is of few days 
and full of trouble; he cometh forth like a 
flower, and is cut down; he fleeth also as a

shadow, and continueth not. And dost thou open 
thine eyes upon such an one, and bringest me 
into judgment with thee? Who can bring a 
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clean thing out of an unclean ? Not one. See- 
ing his days are determined, the number of his 
months are with thee, thou hast appointed his 
bounds that he cannot pass ; turn from him, that 
he may rest, till he shall accomplish, as an hire- 
ling, his day. O that thou wouldest hide me in 
the grave, that thou wouldest keep me secret, 
until thy wrath be past : that thou wouldest ap- 
point me a set time, and remember me.

viii. 30. 

O God, why hast thou cast us off for ever ? 
Why doth thine anger bum against the sheep of 
thy pasture ? Remember thy congregation, which 
thou hast purchased of old; the rod of thine 
inheritance, which thou hast redeemed ; this 
Mount Zion, wherein thou hast dwelt. Thine 
enemies roar in the midst of thy congregations ; 
they set up their ensigns for signs. O God, how 
long shall the adversary reproach? shall the 
enemy blaspheme thy name for ever ? Why 
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withdrawest thou thy hand, even thy right hand i 
Pluck it out of thy bosom, for God is my King oi 
old, working salvation in the midst of the earth. 
Remember this, that the enemy hath reproached, 
O Lord, that the foolish people have blasphemed 
thy name. O deliver not the soul of thy turtle- 
dove unto the multitude of the wicked : forget 
not the congregation of thy poor for ever. Have 
respect unto the covenant : for the dark places oi 
the earth are full of the habitations of cruelty, 
O let not the oppressed return ashamed : let the 
poor and needy praise thy name. Arise, O God, 
plead thine own cause f remember how the foolish 
man reproaeheth thee daily. Forget not the voice 
of thine enemies : the tumult of those that rise up 
against thee increaseth continually. — Ps, Ixxiv, 
1—23. 

O God, the heathen are come into thine inhe- 
ritance, thy holy temple have they defiled ; they 
have laid Jerusalem on heaps. The dead bodies of 
thy servants have they given to be meat unto 
the fowls of the heaven, the flesh of thy saints 
unto the beasts of the earth. We have become a 
reproach to our neighbours, a scorn and derision 
to them that are round about us. How long, 
Lord? wilt thou be angry for ever? shall thy 
jealousy burn like Ipre? Pour out thy wrath 
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upon the heathen that have not known thee, and 
upon the kingdoms that have not called upon thy 
name, for they have devoured Jacob, and laid 
waste his dwelling-place. — Ps. Ixxix. 1 — 7. 

Give ear, O Shepherd of Israel, thou that 
leadest Joseph like a flock; thou that dwellest 
between the cherubims, shine forth : stir up thy 
strength, and come and save us. Turn us again, 
O God, and cause thy face to shine, and we shall 
be saved. O Lord God of hosts, how long wilt 
thou be angry against the prayer of thy people* 
Thou feedest them with the bread of tears, and 
givest them tears to drink in great measure: 
thou makest us a strife unto our neighbours, and 
our enemies laugh among themselves. Turn us 
again, O God of hosts, and cause thy face to 
shine, and we shall be saved. Thou hast brought 
a vine out of Egypt; thou hast cast out the 
heathen and planted it. Thou preparedst room 
before it, and didst cause it to take deep root, 
and it filled the land. The hills were covered 
with the shadow of it, and the boughs thereof 
were like the goodly cedars. She sent out her 
boughs unto the sea, and her branches unto the 
river. Why hast thou then broken down her 
hedges, so that all they which pass by the way 
do pluck her ? The boar out of the woods doth 
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waste it, and the wild beast of the field doth 
devour it. Return, we beseech thee, O God of 
hosts, look down from heaven, and behold and 
visit this vine, and the vineyard which thy right 
hand hath planted, and the branch that thou 
madest strong for thyself. It is burned with 
fire, it is cut down ; they perish at the rebuke of 
thy countenance. Let thy hand be upon the man 
of thy right hand, upon the son of man whom 
thou madest strong for thyself: so will not we go 
back from thee. — Ps, Ixxx. 1 — 18. 

Hast thou utterly rejected Judah ? Hast thy 
soul lothed Zion ? Why hast thou smitten us, 
and there is no healing for us ? We looked for 
peace, and there is no good : and for the time of 
healing, and behold trouble I — Jer, xiv. 19. 

Ah Lord God ! wilt thou destroy all the 
residue of Israel in thy pouring out of thy fury 
upon Jerusalem ? — Ezek, ix. 8. 

O Lord, according to all thy righteousness, I 
beseech thee, let thine anger and thy fury be 
turned away from thy city Jerusalem, thy hely 
mountain,, because for our sins, and for the ini^ 
quities of our fathers, Jerusalem and thy people 
are become a reproach to all that are about us. 
Now, therefore, O our God, hear the prayer of 
thy servant, and his supplications, and cause thy 
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face to shine upon thy sanctuary that is desolate, 
for the Lord's sake. O my God, incline thine 
ear, and hear ; open thine eyes, and behold our 
desolations, and the city which is called by thy 
name; for we do not present our supplica- 
tions before thee for our righteousnesses, but 
for thy great mercies. O Lord, hear ; O Lord, 
forgive ; O Lord, hearken and do ; defer not, for 
thine own sake, O my God : for thy city and thy 
people are called by thy name. — Dan. ix. 16 — 19.

If they sin against thee 
(for there is no man that sinneth not), and thou 
be angry with them, and deliver them to the 
enemy, so that they carry them away captives 
unto the land of the enemy far or near ; yet if they 
shall bethink themselves in the land whither they 
were carried captives, and repent, and make sup- 
plication unto thee in the land of them that 
carried them captives, saying. We have sinned, 
and have done perversely, we have committed 
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wickedness: and so return unto thee with all 
their heart, and with all their soul, in the land of 
their enemies, which led them awaj captive, and 
praj unto thee : then hear thou their prayer and 
their supplication in heaven thy dwelling-place, 
and maintain their cause, and forgive thy people 
that have sinned against thee, and all their trans- 
gressions wherein they have transgressed against 
thee, and give them compassion hefore them who 
carried them captive, that they may have com- 
passion on them : for they be thy people and thine 
inheritance, which thou broughtest forth out of 
Egypt, from the midst of the furnace of iron : 
that thine eyes may be open unto the supplication 
of thy people Israel, to hearken unto them in all 
that they call for unto thee. For thou didst sepa- 
rate them from among all the people of the earth, 
to be thine inheritance, O Lord our Grod. — 
1 Kings viii, 44, &c. 

Hearken unto the supplications of thy servant, 
and of thy people Israel; hear thou from thy 
dwelling-place, even from heaven; and when 
thou hearest, forgive. If a man sin against his 
neighbour, then hear thou from heaven, and do, 
and judge thy servants, by requiting the wicked, 
by recompensing his way upon his own head ; and 
by justifying the righteous, by giving him 
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according to his righteousness. If thy people 
Israel be put to the worse before the enemy, 
because they have sinned against thee ; and shall 
return and confess thy name, and pray and make 
supplication before thee ; then hear thou from the 
heavens, and forgive the sin of thy people Israel, 
and bring them again unto the land which thou 
gavest to them and to their fathers. When the 
heaven is shut up, and there is no rain, because 
they have sinned against thee ; yet if they pray, 
and confess thy name, and turn from their sin 
when thou dost afflict them ; then hear thou from 
heaven, and forgive the sin of thy servants, and 
of thy people Israel, when thou hast taught them 
the good way, wherein they should walk: and 
send rain upon thy land, which thou hast given 
unto thy people for an inheritance. If there be 
dearth in the land, if there be pestilence, if there 
be blasting or mildew, locusts or caterpillars; 
if their enemies besiege them in the cities of 
their land ; whatsoever sore or whatsoever sick- 
ness there be : then what prayer or what suppli- 
cation soever shall be made of any man, or of all 
thy people Israel, when every one shall know his 
own sore, and his own grief : then hear thou from 
heaven thy dwelling-place, and forgive, and render 
unto every man according unto all his ways, 
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whose heart thou knowest (for thou only knowest 
the hearts of the children of men) : that they may 
fear thee, to walk in thy ways, so long as they 
live in the land which thou gavest unto our 
fathers. Moreover concerning the stranger, 
which is not of thy people Israel, but is come 
from a far country, for thy great name's sake, 
and thy mighty hand, and thy stretched out arm : 
if they come and pray, then hear thou from the 
heavens, even from thy dwelling-place, and do 
according to all that the stranger calleth to thee 
for; that all people of the eaiiih may know thy 
name, and fear thee, as doth thy people Israel. 

If thy people go out to war against their 
enemies by the way that thou shalt send them, 
and then pray unto thee, then hear thou from the 
heavens their prayer and their supplication, and 
maintain their cause. If they sin against thee, 
(for there is no man which sinneth not,) and thou 
be angry with them, and thou deliver them over 
before their enemies, and they carry them away 
captives unto a land far off or near, yet if they 
bethink themselves in the land whither they are 
carried captive, and turn and pray unto thee in 
the land of their captivity, saying. We have 
sinned, we have done amiss, and have dealt 
wickedly ; if they return to thee with all their 
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heart and with all their soul in the land of their 
captivity, whither they have carried them cap- 
tives, and pray: then hear thou from the heavens, 
even from thy dwelling-place, their prayer and 
their supplications^ and maintain their cause, and 
forgive thy people which have sinned against 
thee. — 2 Chron. vi. 21.

FOB ANSWER TO PRATEB, 

To-day thy servant knoweth that I have found 
grace in thy sight, my lord, O king, in that the 
king hath fulfilled the requqst of his servant. — 
2 Sam. xiv. 22. 

Blessed be the Lord God of Israel, who hath 
with his hands fulfilled that which he spake with 
his mouth to my father. — 2 Chron, vi. 4. 

Blessed be the Lord, because he hath heard 
the voice of my supplications. The Lord is my 
strength and my shield ; my heart trusted in him, 
and I am helped : therefore my heart greatly 
rejoiceth, and with my song will I praise him, — 
Ps. xxviii. 6. 

I will extol thee, O Lord ; for thou hast lifted 
me up, and hast not made my foes to rejoice 
over me. O Lord my God, I cried unto thee, 
and thou hast healed me. O Lord, thou hast 
brought up my soul from the grave : thou hast 
kept me alive, that I should not go down to the 
pit. And in my prosperity I said, I shall never 
be moved. Lord, by thy favour thou hast made

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mj mountain to stand strong : thou didst hide 
thj face, and I was troubled. I cried unto thee, 
O Lord; and unto the Lord I made supplication. 
What profit is there in my blood, when I go 
down to the pit? Shall the dust praise thee? 
Shall it declare thy truth ? Hear, O Lord, and 
have mercy upon me : Lord, be thou my helper. 
Thou hast turned for me my mourning into 
dancing : thou hast put off my sackcloth, and 
girded me with gladness. To the end that my 
glory may sing praise to thee, and not be silent. 
O Lord my God, I will give thanks unto thee 
for ever. — Ps. xxx. 1. 

Oh, how great is thy goodness, which thou hast 
laid up for them that fear thee ; which thou hast 
wrought for them that trust in thee before the 
sons of men I Thou shalt hide them in the 
secret of thy presence from the pride of man : 
thou shalt keep them secretly in a pavilion from 
the strife of tongues. Blessed be the Lord : for 
he hath shewed me his marvellous kindness in a 
strong city. For I said in my haste, I am cut 
off from before thine eyes: nevertheless thou 
heardest the voice of my supplications when I 
cried unto thee. — Ps. xxxi. 19, &c. 

Day and night thy hand was heavy upon me : 
my moisture is turned into the drought of sum- 
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mer. I acknowledged mj sin unto thee, and 
mine iniquity have I not hid. I said, I will con- 
fess mj transgressions unto the Lord ; and thou 
forgavest the iniquity of my sin. For this shall 
every one that is godly pray unto thee in a time 
when thou mayest be found : surely in the floods 
of great waters they shall not come nigh unto 
him. Thou art my hiding-place; thou shalt 
preserve me from trouble ; thou shalt compass 
me about with songs of deliverance. — Ps, xxxii. 4. 

I wiU bless the Lord at all times : his praise 
shall continually be in my mouth. My soul 
shall make her boast in the Lord : the humble 
shall hear thereof, and be glad. O magnify the 
Lord with me, and let us exalt his name together. 
I sought the Lord, and he heard me, and delivered 
me from all my fears. They looked unto him, 
and were lightened : and their faces were not 
ashamed. This poor man cried, and the Lord 
heard him, and saved him out of all his troubles. 
— Ps. xxxiv. 1, &c. 

I will abide in thy tabernacle for ever : I will 
trust in the covert of thy wings. For thou, O God, 
hast heard my vows: thou hast given me the 
heritage of those that fear thy name. So will I 
sing praise unto thy name for ever, that I may 
daily perform my vows. — Ps. Ixi. 4. 
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I will pay thee mj vows, which mj lips have 
uttered, and mj mouth hath spoken when I was 
in trouble. Verily God hath heard me ; he hath 
attended to the voice of my prayer. Blessed be 
God, which hath not turned away my prayer, 
nor his mercy from me. — Ps, Ixvi. 14. 

Thou answeredst them, O Lord our God: 
thou wast a God that forgavest them, though 
thou tookest vengeance of their inventions. — 
Ps, xcix. 8. 

I will praise thee : for thou hast heard me, and 
art become my salvation. Thou art my God, and 
I will praise thee : thou art my God, I will 
exalt thee. — Ps. cxviii. 21. 

I called upon thy name, O Lord, out of the 
low dungeon. Thou hast heard my voice ; thou 
drewest near in the day when I called upon thee : 
thou saidst. Fear not. O Lord, thou hast pleaded 
the causes of my soul; thou hast redeemed my 
life. — lAim, iii. 55. 

Blessed be the name of God for ever and ever : 
for wisdom and might are his : and he changeth 
the times and the seasons : he removeth kings, 
and setteth up kings : he giveth wisdom unto the 
wise, and knowledge unto them that know un- 
derstanding: he revealeth the deep and secret

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the light dwelleth with him. I thank thee and

AND DEATH. 

I vnll sing of thy power ; yea, I will sing aloud 
of thy mercy in the morning: for thou hast been 
my defence and refuge in the day of my trouble.

lix. 16. 

O G^d, thou art my God; early will I seek 
thee : my soul thirsteth for thee, my flesh longeth 
for thee in a dry and thirsty land, where no 
water is ; to see thy power and thy glory, so as 
I have seen thee in the sanctuary. Because thy 
loving-kindness is better than life, my lips shall 
praise thee. Thus will I bless thee while I live : 
I will lift up my hands in thy name. My soul 
shall be satisfied as with marrow and fatness \ 
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and my mouth shall praise thee with joyful lips : 
when I remember thee upon my bed, and meditate 
on thee in the night watches. Because thou hast 
been my help, therefore in the shadow of thy 
wings will I rejoice. My soul followeth hard 
after thee : thy right hand upholdeth me.-^— P«, 
Ixiii. 1 — 8. 

How terrible art thou in thy works ! through 
the greatness of thy power shall thine enemies 
submit themselyes unto thee. All the earth shall 
worship thee, and shall sing unto thee ; they shall 
sing to thy name. For thou, O God, hast proved 
us : thou hast tried us, as silver is tried. Thou 
broughtest us into the net ; thou laidst affliction 
upon our loins. Thou hast caused men to ride 
over our heads ; we went through fire and through 
water : but thou broughtest us out into a wealthy 
place. — Ps. Ixvi. 3, &c. 

Thy vows are upon me, O God : I will render 
praises unto thee. For thou hast delivered my 
soul from death : wilt not thou deliver my feet 
from falling, that I may walk before God in the 
light of the living?— P«. Ivi. 12. 

When I said. My foot slippeth; thy mercy, 
O Lord, held me up. In the multitude of my 
thoughts within me thy comforts delight my 
soul. But the Lord is my defence; and my Gocl 
is the rock of my refuge.— 'P^. xciv. 18. 
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Thou hast delirered my soul from death, 
mine ejes from tears, and my feet from falling. 
— i%. cxvi. 8. 

It is of the Lord's mercies that we are not 
consumed, because his compassions fail not. 
They are new every morning : great is thy faith- 
fulness. The Lord is my portion, saith my soul ; 
therefore will I hope in him. — Lam. iii. 22. 

Blessed be God, even the Father of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, the Father of mercies, and the God 
of all comfort ; who comforteth us in all our tri- 
bulation, that we may be able to comfort them 
which are in any trouble by the comfort, where- 
with we ourselves are comforted of God. — 
2 Cor. i. 3.

Blessed be the Lord God of my master, who 
hath not left destitute my master of his mercy 
and his truth.

A Syrian ready to perish was my father, and 
he went down into Egypt : and the Egyptians evil- 
entreated us, and afSicted us, and laid upon us hard 
bondage : and when we cried unto the Lord God of 
our fathers, the Lord heard our voice, and looked 
on our affliction, and our labour, and our oppression ; 
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and the Lord brought us fcnrth out of i^ypt with 
a mighty hand, and with an outstretched arm, and 
with great terribleness, and with signs, and with 
wonders : and he hath brought us into this place, 
and hath given us this land, even a land that 
floweth with milk and honey. And now, behold, 
I have brought the first fruits of the land, which 
thou, O Lord, hast given me. — Deut. zxvi. 5, &c* 

Who am I, O Lord God ? and what is my 
house, that thou hast brought me hitherto ? And 
what can I say more unto thee ? for thou, Lord 
Grod, knowest thy servant. For thy word's sake, 
and according to thine own heart, hast thou done 
all these great things, to make thy servant know 
them. Wherefore thou art great, O Lord Grod ; 
for there is none like thee, neither is there any 
God beside thee. And what one nation in the 
earth is like thy people Israel, which thou re- 
deemedst to thee from Egypt? For thou hast 
confirmed to thyself thy people Israel to be a 
people unto thee for ever : and thou^ Lord, art 
become their God. And let thy name be magni- 
fied for ever. — 2 Sam. vii. 1 8. 

I have trusted in thy mercy ; my heart shall 
rejoice in thy salvation. —P*. xiii. 5. 

God, when thou wentest forth before thy 
people, when thou didst march through the 
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wilderness, thou, O God, didst send la plentiful 
rain, whereby thou didst confirm thine inheritance, 
when it was weary. Thy congregation hath 
dwelt therein: thou, O God, hast prepared of 
thy goodness for the poor. Thou hast ascended 
on high, thou hast led captivity captive: thou 
hast received gifts for men ; yea, for the rebellious 
also, that the Lord God might dwell among them. 
Blessed be the Lord, who daily loadeth us with 
benefits, even the God of our salvation. He that 
is our God is the God of salvation; and 
unto God the Lord belong the issues from death. 

God, thou art terrible out of thy holy places : 
the God of Israel is he that giveth strength and 
power unto his people. Blessed be God. — Ps, 
Ixviii. 7, &c. 

Thou art my hope, O Lord God : thou art my 
trust from my youth. By thee have I been 
holden up from the womb : thou art he that took 
me out of my mother's bowels : my praise shall 
be continually of thee. I am as a wonder unto 
many ; but thou art my strong refuge. I will 
hope continually, and will yet praise thee 
more and more. My mouth shall shew forth thy 
righteousness and thy salvation all the day ; for 

1 know not the numbers thereof. I will go in 
the strength of the Lord God: I will make 
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mention of th j righteousness, even of thine only. 
Thy righteousness also, O God, is very high, who 
hast done great things : O God, who is like unto 
thee ! Thou, which hast shewed me great and 
sore troubles, shalt quicken me again ; and shalt 
bring me up again from the depths of the earth* 
Thou shalt increase my greatness, and comfort 
me on every side. I will also praise thee with 
the psaltery, even thy truth, O my God : unto 
thee will I sing, O thou Holy One of IsraeL My 
lips shall greatly rejoice when I sing imto thee ; 
and my soul, which thou hast redeemed. My 
tongue also shall talk of thy righteousness all the 
day long. — Ps, Ixxi. 5. 

I will remember the works of the Lord : surely 
I will remember thy wonders of old. I will 
meditate also of all thy work, and talk of thy 
doings. Thy way, O God, is in the sanctuary : 
who is so great a God as our God I Thou art 
the God that doest wonders : thou hast declared 
thy strength among the people. Thou hast with 
thine arm redeemed thy people, the sons of Jacob 
and Joseph. The waters saw thee, O God, the 
waters saw thee ; they were afraid : the depths 
also were troubled. The clouds poured out water : 
the skies sent out a sound: thine arrows also 
went abroad. The voice of thy thunder was in 
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the heaven : the lightnings lightened the world : 
the earth trembled and shook. Thy way is in 
the sea, and thy path in the great waters, and thy 
footsteps are not known. — Ps. Ixxvii. 1 1, &c. 
. In the day of my trouble I will call upon thee : 
for thou wilt answer me. All nations whom thou 
hast made shall come and worship before thee, O 
Lord ; and shall glorify thy name. For thou art 
great, and doest wondrous things : thou art God 
alone. I will praise thee, O Lord my God, with 
all my heart: and I will glorify thy name for 
evermore. For great is thy mercy toward me : 
and thou hast delivered my soul from the lowest 
hell. Thou, O Lord, art a God full of compas- 
sion, and gracious, long-suffering, and plenteous 
in mercy and truth. — Ps. Ixxxvi. 7. 

O Lord, truly I am thy servant ; I am thy 
servant, and the son of thine handmaid : thou 
hast loosed my bonds. I will offer to thee the 
sacrifice of thanksgiving, and will call upon the 
name of the Lord. — Ps. cxvi. 16.

shadow, and there is none abiding. — 1 Chron,

Thou hast put gladness in my heart, more 
than in the time that their corn and their wine 
increased. I will both lay me down in peace, and 
sleep : for thou. Lord, only makest me dwell in 
safety. — Ps, iv. 7. 

The Lord is the portion of mine inheritance 
and of my cup : thou maintainest my lot. The 
lines are fallen unto me in pleasant places ; yea, 
I have a goodly heritage. I have set the Lord 
always before me : because he is at my right 
hand, I shall not be moved.
